@ officer investigating the fight. The two then reportedly fled 


down Michigan Avenue, into Clough’s subdivision, and back 
into town. . 

At one point in the chase, a patrol car trying to stop the 
suspects was forced onto a private lawn, tearing it up. Both 
Grayling City Police and Crawford County Sheriff deputies 
were involved in the chase. One patrol car was reported 
damaged. 

The suspects were charged with fleeing and eluding, 
assaulting a police officer, resisting arrest, reckless driving, 
and nossibly more charges, The incident started about 2 a.m. 
Sunday morning. 

In other police news, the Mt. Hope Lutheran Church on 
Old U.S. 27 North was broken into Sunday, July 18. Entry was 
made through a window. 

David Kovac, 31, of Grosse Isle, was seriously injured 
Saturday at 8:27 p.m. near McMasters Bridge when a vehicle 
he was driving went off a sharp curve and rolled over several 
times. He was taken to Mercy Hospital by the Crawford 
County Ambulance Corps and transferred to Munson in 
Traverse City with reported head fractures, broken ribs, and 
a broken hip. Claudia Kovac, 25, also in the car, reported no 
Serious injuries. 

A 28-year old Prudenville man was arrested attempting 
to steal a military jeep from Camp Grayling on July 24. Mili- 
tary Police caught the suspect in motor pool area number 5 at 
the camp.

Present your case. Quickly please, our 
readers wait. 

Facts; New GTD-120 telephone system in- 
Stalled November, 1981, at county court- 
house. Cost - $648.22 a month over ten years 
for total of $77,786. Two installment charges 
of $1,650 and $1,269. 

Pro: County.owns system after 10 years. 
Better than renting equipment for ten years 
subject to price increases and owning noth- 
ing after ten years. 

Con: System could be obsolete in ten 
years. Too much money to spend. Shouldn’t 
be locked into ten-year contract. 

Pro: System provides better service. 

1) With old system, one call to a dept. tied 
up all lines in that dept. New system, for 
example, allows Clerk’s office and Equali- 
zation office to use all four of their lines at 
one quadtrupling ability to deliver service. 

2) Calls can be transferred between depts. 
with new system. Persons calling long 
distance before had to hang up and call 
again if they called the wrong dept. or need- 
ed to be transferred. 

3) With old system, Clerk’s office received 
70 percent of calls. Many persons do not 
know which county dept. to call for informa- 
tion. Clerk’s office had to screen calls and 
give correct number to another dept. or 
walk to other dept. to have that dept. per- 

sonnel come to clerk’s phone. With new 
system, operator screens calls and routes 
calls to right dept. 

Con: If someone calls long distance or 
local to the wrong dept., should the county 
spend money to correct the mistake? 

Pro: New system saves on montly long 
distance charges. Estimated savings in 
March, according to a GTE study, was $195 
on long distance charges. Overall, the total 
cost of the new system, including the mon- 
thly payment, was $2128 for March. GTE 
estimates the old system would have cost 
$2223 for March. Monthly savings with new 
system for March equals $95.* 

Con: Include the yearly salary and fringe 
benefits of more than $9000 to hire a person 
tc operate the new system and there’s no

system: 


savings. if the new system saved an average 
of $20 a month as GTE estimated when they 
installed it, that would come to about $2400 
for ten years. The installation charges of 
$2,919 are more than that. So the new system 
will cost at least $9000 more a year for the 
cost of a telephone operator. 

Pro: The new operator docs more than 
answer the phone. She’s a receptionist, a 
secretary for the county commissioners, she 
handles all the county mailing, and she has 
helped out in the county clerk and treasurer 
offices. 

Con: The costs of a substitute operator 
have to be added as well. When the operator 
is sick, on leave, in the restroom, or on cof- 
fee break, someone else ~ possibly earning 
higher wages - has to watch the switch- 
board. 

Pro: Similiar systems provide 
economical, efficient service to Grayling 
Mercy Hospital, Grayling State Bank, Camp 
Grayling, Weyerhaeuser, and Otsego Coun- 
ty. 

Con: Some county depts. did not want the 
new system and some are not using the 
WATS and FX iines pronerly and wasting 
money. 

Pro: The misuses are being reduced. That 
is another advantage of the new system. 
Phones can be restricted. 

Summaries — 

Con: Regardless of the cost or savings of 
the new system, the county will have to pay 
at least $90,000 over the next ten years for a 
telephone operator to run the new system. 
That $90,000 could have been used in other 
depts. or returned to the taxpayer. 

Pro: The new system will save on monthly 
phone bills and at the end of ten years we 
will own the system instead of renting for 
ten years and having nothing. The extra 
costs of a telephone operator are offset by 
the greater service the new system provides 
and the wide range of other duties perform- 
ed by the operator. 

*(Note: Comparing telephone costs for 
1981 before the system was installed with 
1982 after the new system was installed can

Brett Stockton, at 19, 
became the youngest racer 
ever to win the AuSable 
River canoe marathon last 
weekend when he and his 
uncle, Butch Stockton, 
finished the 240-mile race in 
14 hours, 38 minutes, and 27 
seconds. 

Their winning time was 
only eight minutes and 26 
seconds off the record time 
set in 1980 and was the 
second fastest time ever. 

The Stocktons traded the 
lead with veteran John 
Baker and his young partner 
Tony Short for the first three 
hours of the race. Then 
below Parmalee Bridge, the 
Siocktons opened the distan- 
ce between the two teams 
and they held on. Baker, a 
four-time winner of the 
marathon, and Short, just 18, 


minutes, and 28 seconds - 
five minutes behind the 
Stocktons. 

Butch Stockton, racing in 
his tenth marathon let hirn- 
self admit it looked like they 
were going to win then when 
they hit Foote Dam, the last 
portage before the finish. 
But he said both of them 
were confident the entire 
race. 

For Butch, 33, capturing 
his first marathon title after 
three thirds and three four- 
ths, the difference this year 
was cutting out other com- 
mittments. 

“Before I was always so 
involved in organizing the 
race, getting sponsors for 
out-of-state racers, putting 
on the banquet, I would get 
sick during the race from 
being tense,”’ he said. “Last 


this year I just came to pad- 
dle. It was a big difference 
and a big relief not worrying 
about all those other things 
before the race.” 

He said he was in better 
shape this year and he and 
Brett were paddling well 
together. 

Brett became the youngest 
racer to win the marathon by 
a few months beating out 
Ralph Sawyer, an eight-time 
winner of the race, who also 
won when he was 19, 

Brett finished second last 
year and had a third and 
fourth before. His uncle But- 
ch and many others feel 
there will be plenty more 
titles for the young Grayling 
paddler.

The completion of the controver- 
sial Great Lakes tug/barge project 
may become the subject of a court 
battle after the builder shut down 
construction claiming the state 
failed to honor an agreement to 
make quicker payments. 

John P. Woodford, director of the 
Department of Transportation, an- 
nounced that Upper Peninsula Ship- 
building Company (UPSCO) will be 
held in default of its contract with 
the state unless it immediately 
resumes construction at the com- 
pany's Ontonagon shipyard. 

The project was once hailed as a 
key to reviving the U.P.’s sagging 
economy as the original $35 million 
construction of a tug and four 
barges to carry freight across Lake 
Michigan has now grown to over $44 
million, 

The project is also the object of a 
federal grand jury investigation and 
political wrangling. 

The company shut down the ship- 
yard on July 2, idling 350 workers 
on the 120-foot long tug and 437- 
foot barge system, which is designed 
for use of transporting railroad cars 
and truck trailers on the Great 
Lakes. 

The project is currently between 
85 and 90 percent complete. When 
shutting down the project, UPSCO 
officials charged the state had 
reneged on a pledge to speed up 
payments to improve the company’s 
cash flow. 

They said the state had agreed in 
January to speed up, but not in- 
crease, payments to help the firm 
pay vendors and ship designers. In 
exchange, the company agreed to 
give the state expanded authority to 
examine its books in the over 
budgeted project. 

UPSCO President Robert Rotun- 
do said the shipyard would remain 
closed until the state paid a ‘‘con- 
siderable amount of money,” but he 
would not specify any amount. He 
said the monthly state subsidies 
have been less than the amended 
contract called for, making it im- 
possible for the company to meet its 


obligations. 
Woodford said that unless con- 
struction starts up again im- 


mediately, the company will be held 
in default and the state will take 
“such legal actions as we deem 
necessary.”

Also, Woodford demanded UP- 
SCO comply with its contractual 
obligation to allow auditors and 
representatives of the department 
access to its facilities, office and 
records. 

Department spokesman ‘Thomas 
Shawver said the department was 
currently meeting with lawyers 
discussing what. specific legal ac- 
tions could be taken. 

He added, however, that the 
department preferred not to talk 
about such actions because that 
would tend only to exacerbate the 
situation. Shawver said the depart- 
ment would rather get an agreement 
from the company to reopen the 
shipyard and complete construction 
instead of going to court. 

Woodford called upon the com- 
pany to live up to contractural 
obligations by providing accurate 
and detailed production and finan- 
cial schedules on a monthly basis 
dating from the signing last 
January of amendments to the 
original contract. exeented in July of 
1979, 

“Our intent and hope is not to 
engage in lengthy litigation with 
UPSCO, but to encourage ‘the com- 
pany to resume work and carry the 
contract to completion,’’ Woodford 
said. 

The state has already paid UP- 
SCO some $41 million on the con- 
troversial project, including $5.5 
million under an escalator clause 
covering the increase in the cost of 
labor and materials since the project 
began. 

The project was originally to have 
cost $35.5 million and the latest 
projected cost is $44 million. 

Besides the $41 million already 
paid to the company, another $2 
million has been set aside for special 
administrative costs leaving 
another $1.2 million due and 
payable to the company between 
now and upon completion. 

The project has been criticized as 
a boondoggle since it began three 
years ago. The program was pushed 
through the Legislature by Upper 
Peninsula lawriakers and Governor 
Milliken as a means of cutting the 
U.P.’s high unemployment rates. 

The contract was awarded by the 
State Transportation Commission 
without competitive.

How to Keep 
Cool Naturally 


You can choose to go 
through the surnmer without 
an air conditioner and stil} 
be comfortable in your 
home, says Gail Edwards, 
Extension home economist. 

One cooling option is the 
whole house fan. This unit, 
installed in an upstairs hall- 
way or in the highest, most 
centrally located spot in the 
house, will move summer 
heat buildup out of your 
house and into the attic. 

The attic vents should be 
adequate to allow rapid 
and household replacement 
air should come from the 
coolest source. This could be 
a low window on the north 
side of the house that’s 
shaded by shrubs or trees. 

Another option, is the attic 
fan, Mounted on the gable 
end of the house, it exhausts 
heated air from the attic 
very rapidly. This means 
that attic heat will not 
‘migrate’ through the 
ceiling insulation and add to 
summer time heat load. 

A third option, and 
perhaps the most sensible 
and simple, is to ‘manage’ 
your house in a summer 
mode. This means closing 
blinds, drapes and windows 
in the early morning to keep 
out sunlight and heat, then 
opening all window 
coverings in the early 
evening. Open windows low 
on the west side and high on 
the east side to provide an 
upward and outward path 
for heat exhaustion. 

Another activity that helps 
cool the home is to wet down 
the roof (if it’s accessible) 
and surrounding shrubbery, 
she says. The evaporation of 
the water will rapidly cool 
your home. 

Remember to keep win- 
dow coverings open all night 
- the night sky draws heat 
away from the earth and out 
of your house.

result in some confusion - hang on. 

For March, 1981, (old system) the GTE 
phone bill was $1516. For March, 1982, (new 
system) the GTE phone bill was $2128. Now 
the fun starts. 

On the new system, the county pays for all 
calls from six depts. which later re 
imburses the county. The county did not pay 
for these calls on the old system so the 
monies re-imbursed to the county now must 
be subtracted from the new system phone 
bill for comparison. In March, 1982 the re- 


imbursements amounted to $650. An ad- 
ditional $60 should also be subtracted from 
the new bill because of a 10 percent rate in- 
crease on equipment by GTE that would 
have been tacked on the old system. Sub- 
tracting the $650 and $60 from the 1982 bill 
puts the 1982 total at $1418 compared to $1516 
for 1981. 

This shows a montly savings of $98 
on phone bills for the new system - close to 
the $95 savings mentioned above in GTE’s 
study for the month of March.)

do not serve for the money 
involved, since individually 
they receive less than the 
lowest paid full time em- 
ployee in the County 
Building. 

In many cases, they have 
little choice in funding a 
program because it has been 
mandated through state law. 
One example is the Health 
Department, where an in- 
crease of about $20,000 has 
been requested this year. 
Commissioners feel that this 
is much too steep a budget 
raise, but unfortunately they 
must be careful because cer- 
tain aspects of health 
operation are so vital. For 
instance, if the department 
is not sufficiently funded, 
there will be no water or sep- 
tic tank permits granted. 
That would mean no home 
construction in the county. It 
could also affect the many 
health services rendered to 
children. 

Another program which is 
hardly controllable is in the 
law enforcement and court 
system area. Who can say 
how many officers are 
necessary? Who can predict 
how many trials will cost 
budget money? 

It disturbs me_ greatly 
that, just before an election, 
a candidate latches on to an 
issue or two that is then 
blown up to make it look like 
most county decisions are 
bad. Yes, the commis- 
sioners, like anyone in a 
decision making role, can 
make a mistake. On the 
other hand, perhaps what is 
interpreted as a mistake to 
one person may well be an 
efficiency decision __ to 
another. 

Of course it could well be 
that the commissioners have 
spent the last four years con- 
centrating on ‘‘pulling the 
wool over my eyes.”’ My im- 
pression is that they become 
involved in meetings with a 
total effort made at main- 
taining as smooth a running 
county operation as is 
possible. 

Of course, everyone is en- 
titled to his/her opinion. 
That is our democratic 
process in action. The only 
point here is that drawing 
conclusions based on a part 
time, short term observation 
of. a supposed problem is 
More dangerous than any 
harm a group of com- 
missioners can cause when 
they collectively debate an 
issue. 

Vote on August 10 for any 
candidate who can 
justifiably claim to be the 
best informed in the county.

Ifs hard surface is 
voing to prevent the soil 
compaction around the tree 
roots which is injurious to 
the trees, and those with a 
walking handicap will ap- 
preciate the level surface 
and gentle grades going to 
the Chapel. If you have a 
friend or loved one who must 
use a wheelchair, you too 
will appreciate it. We now 
have easy access for an 
emergency vehicle which, 
sad to relate, we have oc- 
casionally needed. The sur- 
facing is complete, but we 
still have stabilization of the 
shoulders to finish and old 
trails to return to nature. 
The recent downpours 
eroded the old trails but not 
the new, so another benefit 
has appeared. After this 
fall’s leaf and needle shed- 
ding, the now bare ground 
and old trails wil not be so 
apparent. 

We now have nearly com- 
pleted a new shelter toilet 
building which replaces the 
nearly 40-year old structure 
in the picnic area. The only 
work to be completed there, 
is the erection of a fireplace 
which is presently going on. 
The new restroom facilities 
are designed for handicap- 
ped use and are so much bet- 
ter than the old building that 
there is no comparison. 
When the construction work 
is completed, I will be able to 
use the shelter area on rainy 
evenings to present evening 
programs. The — cross- 
country skiers will no doubt 
use the shelter this winter as 
a place to warm up and get 
ready for the trails. 

All in all, it has been a 
stimulating month because 
the new facilities are going 
to benefit thousands of 
future visitors. Besides that, 
it is refreshing to see the 
land of the Tali Timber 
moving ahead as a viable 
part of the surrounding area.

The 
first short-cut, at Spider 
Creek, was blocked off by 
the DNR a week before the 
race and Brett said in 
previous years the short-cut 
would take about 4% 
minutes off the final time. 
Below Foote Dam, a cut that 
usually saves three minutes 
was nearly dry when the 
Stocktons tried it. Brett said 
water was let out of the dam 
but it reached the cut too late 
for the Stocktons. He said 
racers coming down a half 
hour later used the cut-off.

The AuSable race was the 
fourth victory in Michigan 
for the Stocktons this year. 
They won at Detroit- 
Windsor, Grand River, and 
Manistee River as well. 

Baker, 39, of Grayling, 
came in second behind the 
Stocktons in his bid to win 
the marathon three years in 
a row. The crafty veteran 
suffered some broken bones 
this year and didn’t have as 
long to train but still 
managed to stay close 
enough where one mistake 
by the leaders may have 
been costly.

They finished in 15 hours, 10 
minutes, and 46 seconds. Jeff 
and Jerry Kellogg finished 
sixth at 15 hours, 34 minutes, 
and 45 seconds. 

Allen Carr, Jr., of Gray- 
ling, was the only other local 
racer to finish. He came in 
12th with Al Robinson, of 
Grosse Ile, at 16 hours, 52 
minutes, and 33 seconds. 

The Stocktons, sponsored 
by Ray’s Canoe Livery, 
picked up a $1000 check for 
winning. Only 26 of the 41 
teams in the pro and 
amateur divisions finished 
the race sponsored by the 
Grayling and Oscoda cham- 
bers of commerce. 

Jim Myers and Forest 
Haines, of Adrian, won the 
amateur race for the fifth 
year in a row with a time of 
15 hours and 56 minutes.
